T his fall and winter o f 1834 Kit 
spent with the Rocky Mountain 
F ur Company men trapping beaver 
on

trapped northward into the Yellow- 


“until we decide who’s strongest— 
Blackfeet or white men." 
And he was tormented by the bit­ 
ing words of the girl in wampum- 
decked 
doeskin: 
“The 
Blackfeet 
have beaten you, Kit Carson!" 
The trappers settled 
down 
in 
winter camp on the B ig Snake. They 
built Indian lodges— buffalo hide 
cones with holes in the peaks for 
smoke. 
They stripped the inner 
bark of cottonwood to sustain the 
horses through the long winter. 
And this was dangerous fodder, for 
the buffalo loved and could scent it 
m any miles and might come in 
great herds to stampede the camp 
and trample men and horses to 
death. 
But 
the 
real 
fear— the 
real 
danger— w as B lack feet The trap­ 
pers were watched constantly by 
unseen eyes. 
Whenever a small 
band of the men rode out of camp 
they were attacked. 
Kit and five 
others, riding the “trap line,” were 
surrounded 
by 
fifty 
B lack feet 
wearing the black leggings that 
gave 
them 
their name, painted, 
tarred, 
half-naked, 
befeathered. 
The white men retired to a brush 
thicket, 
shot 
their 
horses 
and 
fought behind the horseflesh bar­ 
ricade. 
The Indians rubbed sticks and 
made fire and tossed blazing brands 
on their brush thicket But Kit had 
selected brush that would not burn 
easily. 
Kit killed the medicine man and 
the Blackfeet at last left them. 
There would be trouble now, Kit 
knew, and his anger mounted to 
meet, i t 
TBs six returned to camp on 
f o o t having trotted all day over the 
plain carrying their guns. 
That night Kit sat on guard by 
the 
fire. 
He 
was

there 
would be trouble. He heard one of 
the dogs bark and the snap of teeth 
in the outer dark.
